DEATH OF GEORGE BARRIE 

It is with great regret that we are 
compelled to announce the death of 
one of Narberth's most highly re- 
spected citizens. Mr. George Barrie 
died on Friday, January 4, of pneu- 
monia, arter an illness of only four 
days. Mr. Barrie was exposed to the 
severe cold weather on the Monday 
preceding,. This brought on the at- 
tack that terminated so quickly and 
fatally. 

Mr. Barrie was widely known 
through the large publishing business 
with which he was connected. His 
private library was unusually fine, in- 
cluding many rare and splendid ex- 
amples of the binder's art. 



BURGESS DOWNE8' MESSAGE 

Narberth, Pa., Jan. 7, 1918. 
To the President and Members of Borough Council : 
Gentlemen : 

In presenting to your consideration this first message, I 
am reminded of the fact that a majority of your number are, 
like myself, new recruits in the business of directing the af- 
fairs of our Borough. All of you, however, whether new 
members or those who have given long and faithful service in 
the management of affairs, are no doubt, as I believe I am, 
animated with a single desire, namely, to give such a busi- 
nesslike and efficient administration of our duties that the in- 
terests of our citizens may be intelligently promoted, so that 
residents of Narberth may point with satisfaction to the re- 
sults achieved on their behalf through our joint labors. 

To this end I now call to your attention certain matters 
which I feel may profitably engage your consideration. 

1st. The Borough Streets. It is almost needless to say 
that in these days of widely extended increase in travel, the 
condition of the streets of a town proclaim the characteristics 
of its citizens as the clothes of a man indicate something of 
the kind of man beneath the apparel. Therefore, I believe 
that in the construction and maintenance of our streets the 
thought of permanence and durability should be uppermost in 
your thoughts. I understand that a lack of funds for new 
construction will make it necessary for your Honorable Body 
to practice some economies in building new roads, especially 
in view of the fact that costs of construction during the 
period of the' War are likely to remain unreasonably high. I 
therefore feel that your attention should be largely concen- 
trated upon the most intelligent method and practice of main- 
taining streets already in good condition, and in repairing 
certain other streets that may show urgent need of it. 

Finances in Connection With Borough Streets. In view 
of the fact that the cost of borrowed money is likely to re- 
main at a high figure for some time to come, it is unlikely 
that your Honorable Body will be inclined to advise a bond 
issue for the promotion of new work within the Borough. 
This suggests the inquiry whether Borough Council should 
not consider the wisdom of constructing sewers, and improv- 
ing streets by assessing the cost, or a just proportion there- 
of, against abutting properties, rather than pay the cost 
thereof out of current revenues, which I understand has been 
largely employed in the past. It seems to me that if current 
revenues are required to assume the burden of the cost of 
new work, it is almost impossible to expect the taxable reve- 
nues to provide the funds necessary for the proper mainte- 
nance and repair of streets and other public property. 

Collection of Ashes and Garbage. I am informed that 
suitable arrangements have already been effected for the col- 
lection of garbage during the present year. While I have no 
definite thought in mind as to best method to be employed in 
the collection of ashes from the homes of our citizens, I 
would suggest that the members of your Honorable Body 
give earnest thought in the effort to secure the method that 
will best conserve the taxpayers' money as well as give com- 
fort and convenience to the dwellers within our borders. 

New Station, Post Office and Tunnel at Essex Avenue. I 
understand that the retiring Council has already made sub- 
stantial progress in the efforts to co-operate with the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad for the construction of a new station, a new 
building in which the Post Office may be suitably housed, and 
the extension of Essex Avenue under the Railroad tracks at 
Haverford Avenue. All of these proposed improvements are 
matters of prime importance, and I have no doubt that your 
Honorable Body will advance all efforts to bring their com- 
pletion to a happy realization. 

The Civic Association. The Narberth Civic Association, 
composed of public-spirited men and women, has done a great 
deal to improve the beauty and add to the general attractive- 
ness of our Borough. Narbrook Park, improved at a cost of 
more than $50,000, without the expenditure thus far of public 
moneys, has turned an undesirable section of our town into one 
of great beauty, commanding the favorable comment of our 
neighbors in adjoining towns, to say nothing of the much- 
needed increase in taxable values. 

I believe it would be a constructive step for Council to 
establish a close working arrangement with those who are 
promoting the Civic Association, to the end that an inter- 
change of ideas may work put items of advantage and profit 
in the affairs of our Borough. 

Fire Protection. The preservation of our homes and 
property from fire rests upon the shoulders of our volunteer 
fire department. That organization should receive at the 
hands of your Honorable Body every possible encouragement. 
I would urge that, consistent with your financial ability, you 
should, in a pecuniary way, assist the Fire Company in as 
substantial a manner as possible. This suggests the thought 
that it may be possible at some early day to devise a method 
whereby the cost of protection from fire may be borne equally 
by all taxpayers. This is as it should be. With membership 
in the Fire Company on a voluntary basis, it inevitably follows 
that those who are public spirited and willing are required to 
assume burdens that are shirked by those not so inclined. 

In conclusion may I say that your Honorable Body will, 
at all times, find me ready and eager to confer with you upon 
questions that may be confronted from time to time. In popu- 
lation and influence our town is rapidly pushing forward. Let 
us see to it that our management of affairs gives evidence of a 
progressive spirit in keeping with our growth in other 
directions.

Natural Bridge, on Pine Creek in 
the northern part of Gila county, is 
one of the greatest natural curiosit-'es 
in the United Stales, equaling if not 
surpassing the Natural Bridge of 
Virginia. It spans the creek at a 
height of about 200 feet, and the walls 
of the canyon rise above it on either 
side 700 or S00 feet, and on one side 
form a perpendicular precipice. T'ic 
bridge is of lime formation, and the 
inside of the great arch, which is s;on»e 
250 feet across, is worn by the water 
as smooth as though chiseled by the 
skillful hands of a stonemason. The 
arch on top is nearly, if not quite. 400 
feet in width, 1000 feet in length 
across the canyon and at. the thinnest 
part only six feet through. About the 
centre of the arch is a hole large 
enough to admit the body of a man 
and through which one can look down 
into Hie crystal pool of water 200 feel 
below— Silver Belt.
